Malcolm  Storery  in  his  "Numismatics  of  Massachusetts ",  informs 
us  that  "Only  20  were  struck  and  their  use  was  prohibited  after 
they  had  been  in  iise  for  only  an  hour. "  Rightfully,  he  considers 
it  "one  of  the  rarest  Massachusetts  store  cards."

The 
reverse  is  AG  with  the  Rueter  &  Company  at  center  faint,  but 
readable.  The  surrounding  legend  is  very  faint  with  only 
occasional  letters  visible. 

This  is  an  extremely  rare  token.  Some  years  ago,  we 
sold  a  worn  example  to  an  advanced  merchant  token  collector 
for  around  $2,000.00.  The  fabric  of  the  piece  strongly 
suggested  the  Hard  Times  period,  although  no  directory 


research  had  been  done  at  that  time.  Subsequently,  it  has  been 
determined  that  all  of  us  experts  were  wrong ,  as  Rueter  and 
Company  did  not  come  into  existence  until  1885.  Its 
predecessor  firm  ( Henry  H.)  Rueter  (John  R.)  Alley,  Highland 
Spring  Brewery,  was  in  business  from  1867-1885.  Rulau 
continues  to  carry  a  $2,000  valuation  for  this  token  in  XF  -  we 
suspect  a  bit  of  optimism  here.  Our  consignor  would  like  to 
think  that  little  has  changed  -  the  token  is  still  as  rare  as  it  has 
always  been  -  it's  just  not  quite  as  old  as  we  all  thought ! 

Our  guess  is  that  the  piece  offered  here  will  bring  in 
the  $100 -$200  range. 

MA  101  A.  BOLEN'S  U.S.  ARSENAUYOUNG 
AMERICA  TOKEN.  Ma-Sp  7.  28mm.  Copper.  About 
Uncirculated  with  an  uneven  patination.  A  small  scratch  is  to 
the  right  of  the  building.

As  the  obverse  indicates,  a  member  of  the 
Loyal  National  League  was  PLEDGED  TO  UNCONDITIONAL 
LOYALTY  TO  THE  GOVERNMENT  AND  TO  NATIONAL 
UNITY. 

The  league  was  organized  in  1861  as  a  reaction  to  the 
propaganda  of  the  Copperhead  movement  in  the  Border  States. 
This  militant  group  was  dedicated  to  rooting  out  disloyalty  in 
the  Federal  Government  and  demanded  that  Southern 
sympathizers  be  dismissed  from  government  employment.  (F)

A  single  gold  specimen  was  presented  to  the 
chief  of  the  Embassy,  and  other  ambassadorial  staff  received  the 
silver  specimens.  Presumably,  these  were  taken  to  Japan  on 
return  from  the  embassy,  and  have  passed  from  collector's 
hands.  Rulau/Fuld  could  not  trace  the  location  of  a  single 
silver  specimen.  When  the  Drey  fuss  Collection  was  sold,  one  of 
the  silver  medals  surfaced.  That  example  was  Extremely  Fine 
with  some  rim  dents  and  scattered  field  marks  -  a  piece  much 
inferior  to  that  offered  here.

Rulau/Fuld,  DeW^itt/ Sullivan  and  Brunk,  all  indicate 
this  belief,  while  Albert  quotes  an  old-time,  well-known 
Philadelphia  antiques  and  coin  dealer,  who  told  him  that  he 
knew  who  made  the  buttons  and  that  they  were  produced  about 
the  time  of  the  Washington  Inaugural  Centennial  in  18S9. 


However,  Albert  was  unable  to  confirm  this  information.  On 
this  piece,  the  GW  is  double  stamped,  indicating  the  use  of  two 
separate  punches;  one  for  the  GW  center  and  the  other  for  the 
surrounding  legend.

This  ticket  admitted  the  bearer  to  the  Gallery  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  witness  the  "Counting  the  Vote  for 
President  and  Vice-President",  on  February  6, 1877.

It  was  not  until  March  2,  1877  that  the  nation  knew 
who  would  be  inaugurated  President  of  the  U.S.  on  Monday , 
March  5 ,  1877.  Tilde n  had  won  a  majority  of  the  popular  votes , 
but  neither  candidate  had  the  requisite  185  electoral  votes. 
Tilden  had  184  and  Hayes  had  165.  Twenty  votes  were  in 
dispute  and  an  Oregon  elector  was  found  ineligible,  WJien  the 
Electoral  College  met  in  December ,  1876 ,  there  was  a  conflict 
as  to  which  electors  should  be  certified.  The  Constitution 
provided  that  the  votes  should  be  counted  in  the  presence  of 
both  houses  of  Congress ,  but  the  Republican  controlled  Senate 
and  the  Democratic  controlled  House  could  not  agree  as  to  how 
the  votes  were  to  be  counted.  To  end  the  deadlock, 
congressional  leaders  suggested  a  compromise:  decision  by  a 
bipartisan  electoral  commission  consisting  of  seven  Republicans 
and  seven  Democrats ,  and  one  independent.  Unexpectedly ,  the 
independent  (Supreme  Court  Justice  David  Davis)  retired ,  and 
a  Republican  (Justice  Bradley)  was  substituted  The  count , 
begun  on  February  1}  was  not  completed  until  March  2.  The 
commission ,  which  voted  strictly  on  partisan  lines ,  decided  in 
favor  of  the  Hayes  electors.  Most  historians  believe  that  the 
Democrats  agreed  to  accept  the  decision  of  the  electoral 
commission  only  in  return  for  a  promise  that  all  troops  would 
be  withdrawn  from  the  carpetbag  states,  thereby  ending  the 
Reconstruction  governments  and  giving  the  Democrats  control 
in  the  South. 

This  ticket  is  a  relic  of  the  vote  counting  procedure 
described  above  and  is  a  tangible  reminder  of  the  flaws  in  our 
electoral  system.

ARTIS  VINCULA  (Close  are  the  ties  of  Industrial  Life).  Above,  in  a  rectangular  plaque,  is  the 
inscribed  name:  ALICE  ROOSEVELT.  At  the  top  of  the  reverse  is  a  view  of  the  German 
Pavilion  and  the  adjoining  Cascade  Gardens  within  a  rectangular  space  supported  by  two  pillars.

The  plaque  is  housed  in  its  original  velvet  lined  leather  case,  on  the  cover  of  which  is  embossed  the  arms  of  Imperial  j 
Germany.  It  is  seated  in  an  interior  hinged  holder  which  allows  viewing  of  both  sides.  Also  accompanying  the  plaque  is 
a  printed  description  of  the  plaque  and  information  about  the  sculptor  and  the  bronze  founder.  This  "leaflet"  is  in  English  ' 
as  opposed  to  the  German  leaflet  pictured  by  Eglit. 

In  her  biography ,  "Crowded  Hours:  Reminiscences  of  Alice  Roosevelt  Ijongworth",  she  commented  that ,  "After 
the  election ,  toward  the  end  of  November ,  I  went  with  Father  and  Mother  to  St.  ljouis  to  spend  two  days 
literally  sprinting  through  the  Fair.  In  the  spring ;  I  had  been  there  for  a  week ,  "on  my  own ",  when  I  stayed 
with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Catlin  and  their  daughter ,  Irene.  It  had  been  fairly  active  work ,  in  a  hot  spell  late  in  May, 
going  through  all  the  exhibits ,  to  parties  on  the  Pike,  as  the  Midway  was  called,  and  visiting  the  foreign 
pavilions  where  I  was  presented  with  assorted  gifts".  It  was  probably  during  this  trip  that  Miss  Roosevelt  was 
presented  with  the  medal  offered  here. 

Many  collectors  consider  this  the  most  desirable  of  all  the  Saint  Louis  Fair  medals.  Certainly,  it  stands  head  and 
shoulders  above  the  others  in  terms  of  its  aitistry.  Its  desirability  is  even  more  enhanced  by  its  provenance  to  the 
President's  irrepressible  daughtci,  Alice.  ($  1,250+)

INDIAN  PEACE  MEDALS 

The  Indian  Peace  Medal  is  the  most  popular  of  the  U.S.  Mint's  various  medallic  series.  Prices  for  original  specimens  starlj 
around  $2,000,  with  the  average  silver  medal  in  Very  Fine  condition  selling  in  the  $5,000-6,000  range.  With  prices  at  this: 
level,  it  is  not  surprising  that  many  collectors  have  focused  on  the  19th  century  copper  specimens  for  their  collections 
According  to  Julian,  copper  copies  of  the  Indian  Peacemedals  were  produced  as  early  as  1825  for  collectors  and  museums, 
although  the  number  produced  was  probably  not  large.  In  1842,  Chief  Coiner  Franklin  Peale  offered  to  strike  the  Peaci, 
Medal  series  in  copper  or  tin,  the  price  being  the  same.  Production  continued  until  1854,  when  Peale  fell  from  power.  From 
1854  until  1861 ,  relatively  few  copper  medals  were  struck.  Beginning  in  1861  copper  Indian  Peacemedals  were  placed  or i 
sale  (along  with  many  other  of  our  national  medals)  and  the  general  public  could  purchase  them  directly  from  the  Mint. 
Once  these  medals  became  generally  available,  demand  for  them  was  reduced  so  that  the  total  copper  mintage  from  186j 
to  1910  (when  yellow  bronze  was  introduced)  was  generally  quite  low. 

For  many  of  the  medals,  the  collector  had  his  choice  of  three  sizes.  The  largest  size  (76mm)  was  preferred.  The  second  size 
(62mm),  which  was  issued  primarily  in  the  1860's  -  1870's  period,  was  not  well  received  and  they  are  a  good  bit  scarcer  tharr 
the  larger  size.  The  smallest  size  (51mm)  was  made  in  extremely  limited  quantities  and  is  far  scarcer  than  either  of  the  twc 
other  sizes. 


The  reverse  design  from  the  Jefferson  through  the  Taylor  medals  was  a  standard  one  with  a  crossed  peace  pipe  anc 
tomahawk  over  clasped  hands  and  the  legend  PEACE  AND  FRIENDSHIP.  The  first  set  of  standard  reverse  dies  (known  ai 
Type  I  or  Type  of  1809)  was  replaced  with  another,  almost  identical,  set  of  dies  in  1846.  This  new  set  is  easily  distinguished 
from  the  first  and  serves  as  a  date  marker  for  medals  exhibiting  this  new  reverse.  It  has  been  commonly  believed  that  medals 
exhibiting  the  Type  I  reverse  had  to  be  struck  prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  1846  reverses.  However,  aswe  shall  see, this 
is  not  necessarily  so.  The  Taylor  medals  were  the  last  to  use  the  clasped  hands  motif.  Subsequent  medals  utilized  various 
scenic  reverse  designs  from  the  time  of  Millard  Fillmore  until  the  end  of  the  series. 

We  are  proud  to  offer  the  following  selection  of  copper  Indian  Peacemedals  which  are  from  the  cabinet  of  a  prominent  New 
England  numismatist.  The  quality  is  generally  superb  and  the  pedigrees  are  from  some  of  the  most  important  sales  in  recent: 
history.

No  official  Indian  Peace  medals  were  struck  during 
John  Adams'  presidency ,  presumably  because  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  the  Washington  Seasons  medals  was  available  for 
distribution  at  the  time.  Although  the  obverse  die  is  unsigned, 
all  authorities  agree  that  it  was  executed  by  Moritz  Furst , 
probably  after  1825  and  before  1839.  Julian  speculates  it  was 
done  sometime  during  the  presidency  of  John  Adams'  son ,  John 
Quincy  Adams  (1825-1829). 

Ihis  small  Adams  medal  was  the  only  one  available  to 
collectors  until  about  1905  when  a  three  inch  die  was  prepared 
so  that  an  Adams  medal  could  be  sold  to  the  public  in  the  same 
size  as  all  other  presidential  and  Indian  Peace  medals.  (F-G)

All  of  the  Indian  peace  medal  authorities  cite 
correspondence  between  Director  Patterson  and  the 
Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  in  1846  to  the  effect  that  the  old 
reverse  dies  cut  by  Reich  were  worn  out  and  could  not  be  used 
to  produce  creditable  results.  In  the  later  part  of  that  year ,  the 
Director  reported  that  the  new  dies  were  completed  and  that 
both  hubs  and  dies  were  made.  The  assumption  has  always 
been  that  ALL  of  the  1849  Taylor  medals  were  struck  using  the 
new  reverse  dies. 

However ,  the  existence  of  all  three  size  Taylor  medals 
with  the  Type  I  reverses  clearly  refutes  this  theory.  The  reverse 
of  this  medal  shows  no  die  breaks  and  relatively  little  rusting. 
In  addition,  the  John  J.  Ford,  Jr.  collection  has  silver  Taylor 
medals  in  the  51mm  size  with  both  Type  I  and  Type  II  reverses. 

Three  theories  may  account  for  this  situation. 

(1)  Patterson,  for  some  unexplained  reason,  wanted 
new  reverse  dies  to  be  made  even  though  the  old  ones 
were  still  serviceable ; 

(2)  The  old  dies  were  refurbished  with  some  of  the 
rust  polished  off  and  the  devices  recut; 

(3)  There  were  other  Type  I  reverse  dies  around  of 
which  Patterson  was  not  aware  at  the  time  he  made 
his  request  for  the  new  dies. 

Whatever  the  case ,  Taylor  medals  with  Type  I  reverses  are  all 
rare  and  of  particular  interest  to  specialists  in  the  Indian  Peace 
medals  series.

The  obverse  and  reverse  were  designed  by  artists 
not  connected  with  the  U.S.  Mint,  Joseph  Willson  and  Salathiel 
Ellis.  In  addition,  in  a  further  departure  from  what  had  become 
established  practice,  the  dies  were  sunk  by  hand ,  rather  than  by 
using  the  Contamin  lathe.  Finally,  the  Fillmore  medal  was 
struck  only  in  two  sizes,  where  previously  the  Peace  medals 
were  struck  in  three  sizes.  (G)

The  reverse 
has  a  few  small  patches  of  rust ,  but  is  otherwise  in  serviceable 
condition  Fierce  mules  in  this  series  are  not  unknown.

Obverse  bust  of  Buchanan  to  the  right,  his  name,  title  and  date 
1857  around.  The  reverse  contains  a  central  vignette  of  a  rural 
scene  with  an  Indian  plowing  at  left.  In  the  background,  young 
children  are  playing  a  game  of  baseball.  Surrounding  this  scene 
is  a  view  of  one  Indian  scalping  another  and  below,  a  quiver  of 
arrows,  the  head  of  a  young  Indian  maiden  and  a  bow  and 
tomahawk.  The  signature,  J.  WILLSON  DEL  &  SC.  is  below 
the  central  vignette. 

This  is  one  of  the  rarest  copper  Peace  medals.  The 
silver  Buchanan  medals  were  not  struck  at  the  Mint,  but  were 
struck  privately,  probably  by  a  New  York  City  firm.  The  two 
Buchanan  obverses  were  returned  to  the  Mint  in  1859,  but  the 
lone  reverse  die  was  not  given  back  until  1862.  Consequently, 
the  Mint  was  forced  to  use  the  old  Fillmore! Pierce  reverse  for 
the  copper  medals  struck  between  1859  and  1862  and  offered  to 
the  public.  Once  having  done  this,  the  Mint  decided  that  the 
copper  medals  issued  for  public  sale  would  continue  to  use  the 
older  reverse,  even  after  they  had  the  new  reverse  die  in  hand. 
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After  receiving  the  new  reverse  die ,  the  Mint  struck  eight  76mm 
silver  Lincoln  Peace  medals.  After  the  eight  had  been  struck , 
the  reverse  die  broke.  A  new  die  was  then  cut  which  omitted 
Willson's  name  from  the  reverse.  Because  of  this \  only  a 
handful  of  Buchanan  medals  were  struck  in  copper  with  the 
signed  reverse  -  all  special  orders.  Julian  knew  of  the

More  elusive  in  the  marketplace  than  the  mintage  figure  would  seem  to  indicate.  The 
Kessler-Spangenberger;  Dreyfuss;Schenkel  specimen ,  Very  Fine  with  "numerous  edge  and 
surface  marks  and  dents ",  brought  $5,775.00.  The  only  other  modern  auction  record  we 
can  locate  is  a  VF  example  that  was  retooled  which  appeared  in  B&M's  sale  of  3/9/83 .

This  reverse  has  a  border  of  thirty  six  stars 
surrounding  a  central  vignette  which  includes  a  Bible, 
agricultural  implements  and  a  globe.  The  legend,  ON  EARTH

This  medal  has  the  dubious  distinction  as  being  the 
only  Peace  medal  on  which  the  name  of  the  President  does  not 
appear.  Although  mintage  records  are  scant  for  non-silver 
strikings  of  this  medal ,  our  experience  has  been  that  the  Grant 
medals  show  up  less  often  than  any  of  the  other  copper  medals 
with  the  exception  of  the  five  ovals  and  the  round  Harrison.

The  Hayes  medal  was  never  struck  in  silver  for 
distribution  to  the  Indians.

The 
reverse  contains  an  inscription  within  a  wreath  of  oak  and  laurel.  SECOND/PRESIDENCY/OF/ 
GEO.  WAS HINGTON/M DCCXCVI  (1796). 


Baker  notes  that,  'The  Season  medals  were  issued  during  the  second  term  and  although 
not  bearing  the  head  of  Washington  they  are  usually  classed  in  the  series.  They  were 
unquestionably  used  as  Indian  Peacemedals,  the  designs  are  referring  to  different  phases 
of  civilized  life,  being  intended  to  attract  attention  to  its  comforts  and  advantages,  and  to 
induce  them  to  make  a  change  in  their  habits  of  living."  The  medal  offered  here  is 
generally  referred  to  as  The  Farmer".  It  is  seldom  seen  at  auction.  This  is  the  Garrett 
specimen,  #1916,  which  brought  an  impressive  $6,500  when  it  was  sold  in  1981.  It  is  the 
only  silver  specimen  of  this  type  for  which  we  can  find  a  modern  auction  record.  The 
Schenkel  Sale  had  a  bronze  F/VF  specimen  and  the  Dreyfuss  Sale  did  not  have  one  in 
either  metal.  Both  Washington  and  Indian  Peace  Medal  collectors  alike  will  vie  for  this 
rare  and  historic  medal.  ($6,500+)

The  many  mulings  in  the  various  U.S.  Mint 
series  is  a  much  neglected  field  Julian 
deliberately  excluded  cataloging  them  and 
we  know  of  no  written  attempt  made  to 
describe  and  discuss  them  as  a  group.  They 
are  extensive  enough  so  that  we  feel 
relatively  safe  in  asserting  that  most,  if  not 
all,  of  them  were  not  made  by  mistake. 
Most  probably,  they  were  deliberately  struck 
and  givcn/sold/tradcd  to  important 
collectors  of  the  day.  We  estimate  that  no 
more  than  five  of  any  one  mule  were  struck. 
Mint  medal  collectors  who  want  a  real 
challenge  will  find  assembling  a  collection 
of  these  rare  medals  a  rewarding 
experience.

The  reverse  presents  a  view  of  the  action  between  the 
Constellation  and  the  Vengeance  which  took  place  on  February 
1,  1800. 

On  original  stri kings ,  both  obverse  and  reverse  rim 
are  engraved  with  Latin  inscriptions.  To  the  best  of  our 
knowledge,  original  strikings  of  this  medal  were  made  only  in 
Gold ,  Silver  and  WTiite  Metal.  These  original  strikings  are 
excessively  rare.  We  can  find  no  modem  auction  record  of  any 
of  them.  The  original  obverse  die  can  be  distinguished  from  the 
replacement  die  by  looking  at  the  strand  of  hair  flowing  from 
the  rear  of  the  bottom  row  of  curls.  On  the  " original "  die,  this 
strand  is  turned  up  and  extends  out  into  the  field  beyond  the 
peruke,  while  on  the  replacement  die,  the  strand  points 
downward  and  does  not  extend  into  the  field 

As  noted  in  the  extensive  discussion  of  the  Truxton 
medal  in  our  1990  Middendorf  Sale,  Stewart  H7 tham's  theory  is 
that  the  original  strikings  were  made  in  Gold,  Silver  and  White 
Metal  without  incident  to  the  die.  The  die  then  broke  when 
copper  strikings  were  attempted.  A  relatively  few  copper 
strikings  were  made  from  the  injured  die  resulting  in  medals 
exhibiting  an  enormous  cud  at  9:00.  It  is  one  of  these  medals 
that  is  offered  here.  In  addition,  there  is  a  die  break  running 
from  the  hair  down  through  Truxton's  cheek  as  well  as  a 
significant  patch  of  mst  spots  in  the  right  field  The  time  frame 
in  which  these  Copper  strikes  were  made  is  unknown.  It  is  our 
belief  that  they  were  probably  struck  in  the  post-1861  period 
and  were  special  order  pieces  rather  than  struck  for  sale  to  the 
public.

This  reputation  was  in  some  measure  due  to  the  patronage  and 
encouragement  of  the  actress  Sarah  Bernhardt,  who,  in  her 
various  roles,  w>ore  jewels  and  ornaments  specially  designed  and 
executed  for  her  by  him.  Lalique  is  less  known  for  his  medallic 
contributions  to  the  art  world,  but  nonetheless  produced  a  small 
by  collectible  body  of  work  dating  from  the  early  part  of  this 
century.
